EMIN PASHA 
(Dr. Schnitzler), the one surviving Lieutenant- 
Governor of General Gordon’s appointment that 
is left in the Southern Soudan, has almost come 
to be regarded with as much interest as attached 
to the Hero of Khartoum himself. The 
courageous Austrian Commander Mr. H. M. 
Stanley started in search of is vividly portrayed 
above, the portrait of Dr. Schnitzler being from 
a photograph taken at Cairo before he joined 
General Gordon in the Soudan. Dr. Schnitzler 
received from Gordon the appointment of 
Governor of the Equatorial provinces of the 
Sondan, where this brave Austrian has laboured 
hard to putdown the abominable slave trade, which 
is the curse of Central Africa. One peculiarity 
of Emin Pasha’s position at Wadelai, at the 
north of Lake Albert Nyassa, where he for 
some years held out gallantly against the 
besieging hosts that surround him—one great 
peculiarity of his position was that 
he protested he did not want and 
did not need to be succoured by 
Stanley. It is sincerely to be hoped 
both these venturesome heroes are 
alive, and will return to enlighten 
the world further as to the nature 
of the African tribes they have 
reason to know so well. But it is 
too certain that one of Stanley’s 
intrepid officers, Major Barttelot, 
has been shot dead by one or more 
of the savage race he was forced to 
enlist for his Stanley Relief Ex- 
pedition up the Congo; and we now 
receive the bad tidings that another 
of Stanley’s lieutenants, Mr. Jame- 
son, has died of fever. In view of 
the fact that a German and a 
Belgian Expedition will soon start 
for the rescue of Emin Pasha and 
Stanley, it becomes a question 
whether England—in face of the 
sad end of Major Barttelot—should 
not send forth so strong a body of 
volunteers as would, ably led, be 
invincible against the abhorrent 
cannibals of Central Africa, and 
would either save two fearless 
travellers of renown or establish 
an impregnable trading station 
in the heart of the 


Continent’? Mr. Stanley has so graphically 
described.

A CORRESPONDENT states :—‘‘There died early 
this (Monday) morning, at Dorset-road, Windsor, 
one of the oldest and most valued of all the 
Queen’s servants, Mrs. Hull, who entered her 
lajesty’s sérvice as nurse when the Prince 
of Wales was only a few days old, and had 
afterwards the care of all the Queen’s children. 
Mrs. Hull was regarded with great affection 
by all the members of her Majesty’s family, 
and during her prolonged illness she was visited 
by the Queen, Princess Christian, and Princess 
Beatrice. Messages of sympathy with ‘Dear 
old May’—for so she was called by the Queen 
and all the Royal family—were repeatedly sent 
to her through the Rev. Arthur Robins, chaplain 
to the Queen and the Prince of Wales, both from 
the late Emperor Frederick and the Empress 
Frederick, and from the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. The deceased was seventy-eight years 
of age.”

FIGHTING AT SUAKIM. 
Last Sunday night the enemy kept 
up a heavy fire, and five shells fell 
into the lines, but did not explode, 
owing, apparently, to the deterior- 
ation of the percussion fuses. The 
fire from her Majesty’s sloop 
Gannet and the forts eventually 
silenced the enemy’s guns. On 
Monday morning the friendlies 
made a reconnaissance, in order to 
draw the rebels on ; and on their 
appearance a deadly artillery fire 
was opened from the forts and the 
Gannet, forcing the enemy’s cavalry 
on the right to retire into the 
bush, and silencing the musketry 
fire from the trenches. The position 
held by the rebels is now very 
grag and well situated. Other deserters 
who have come in estimate the enemy’s force 
at nearly two thousand men. Mohamed Obeid, 
an Egyptian Colonel, who deserted to the Mahdi 
after the battle of Tel-el-Kebir, is now in the 
trenches. Rowayah and Halaibare are threatened. 
An Italian gun-boat from Massowah and a 
French man-of-war from Aden arrived on 
Monday. 

Her Majesty’s sloop Racer and a condensing- 
ship have been ordered to proceed from Cairo to 
Suakim. A battalion of Egyptian troops has also 
been ordered to’reinforce the garrison. 


THE CANONBURY MURDER. 


DETECTIVE-SERGEANTS Moroney and Fordham, 
of the G Division, with a detective-sergeant of 
the N Division, on Monday apprehended, on 
suspicion, for the murder of Mrs. Wright, 
on May 16 last, a young man at his lodgings 
at King’s-cross, and he was conveyed to 
the Upper-street Police-station. After some 
inquiries had been made, it was deemed 
advisable to discharge him from custody. With 
respect to the charge against the man Henry 
Glennie, in Holloway Jail, under remand from 
the Clerkenwell Police-Court, on suspicion of 
heing concerned with other men in murdering 
Mrs. Wright, it was stated on Tuesday that 
evidence can be called to prove that on the day 


that Mrs. Wright was found dead he was miles 
away from Canonbury. 


LION AT LARGE. 


On Saturday evening an exciting scene was wit- 
nessed at New Brighton Palace, Cheshire, where, 
in addition to other attractions, Mr. Cross’s 
menagerie 1s on view, and where Madame Telzero 
goes through a performance in the lion’s den. 
In connection with this lion’s den is a small 
empty cage by which the lion’s “den” is 
approached by Madame Telzero. This cage was 
not in its place on Saturday, and the “ Lion 
Queen ” necessarily had to enter by the main 
door of the “den.” No sooner was this opened 
than out dashed a lion to the dismay of the 
audience, who were scattered in all directions. 
The lion in the meantime rushed into a corner, 
doubtless as much astonished at his free- 
dom from bolts and bars as the audience at his 
intrusion in their midst. Meanwhile the keepers 
secured an empty cage, and drove the lion from 
his corner, where he quietly remained until he 
was again placed in captivity.

THE LATE MARSHAL BAZAINE. 
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Yer another historic figure of the Third Napo- 
leon’s immoral reign has disappeared. We learnt 
from Madrid that Marshal Bazaine on Sunday 
night died from heart disease. The disgraced 
French Marshal, who surrendered Metz and its 
enormous garrison, had been almost a cripple for 
the last two years. His wife and daughters left 
for Mexico three years ago. His eldest son, who 
enlisted in a Spanish battalion of Cazadores, is 
now a serjeant. 

We giye a Portrait of Marshal Bazaine as he 
appeared about the time of the Franco-German 
War. Francois Achille Bazaine was born Feb. 13, 
1811, and was therefore in his seventy-eighth 
year. He entered the army in the year 1831, 
served in Africa the following year, and was 
made Lieutenant in 1836, receiving the Cross of 
the Legion of Honour on the field of battle. 
After serving with distinction in Spain, Algeria, 
and Morocco, Bazaine took part in the Crimean 
campaign, where he commanded a brigade, and 
was highly commended for his conspicuous 
bravery. He was shortly promoted to be a 
General of Division, and in 1864 was created 
a Marshal of France. In the expedition to 
Mexico he again distinguished himself, but 
some misunderstanding between the Emperor 
Maximilian and himself caused him to with- 
draw the French forces. Marshal Bazaine 
was a conspicuous figure in the war between 
France and Germany, and eventually retited to 
Metz, which fortress, to the dismay and disgust 
of the French nation, he surrendered after a 
siege of only seven weeks. His conduct was the 
subject of a military inquiry, and subsequently 
he was tried by court-martial, and sentenced to 
degradation and death, but President MacMahon 
commuted this sentence to imprisonment for 
twenty yearsinafortress. From his prison on the 
Isle Sainte Marguerite he escaped on a Sunday 
night in August, 1874, and before the close of 
the same year he took up his residence in Madrid, 
where he has just died. Marshal Bazaine lived a 
very retired live in the Spanish capital, but he 
published an elaborate explanation of his conduct 
at Metz in an American journal, and a few years 
ago compiled a work, describing the share he 
took in the Franco-German war. 


GERMANS IN EAST AFRICA. 


ZANZIBAR, Sept. 24.—The German Admiral recently 
landed a force of man-of-war’s men at Bagamoyo, 
who attacked the hostile natives and killed 120, ‘The 
representative of the Sultan has been expelled from 
Pangani. A general rising is feared on that coast. 

Says the Zanzibar correspondent of the Times :— 
The coast tribes and the German Companys em- 
ployés having come into conflict at Bagomoy to-day, 
the German Admiral landed an armed force from 
the Leipsic and killed 150 men, without a single 
casualty among the Germans. General Mathews, 
for fifteen years the most trusted friend of the coast 
natives, was forced to leave Pangani, after being 
nearly murdered by the insurgents, who declare 
that, owing to the treatment received by them from 
the German company, they know no difference 
between any Europeans. 
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A NOBLE EAST-END CHARITY. 


We venture to divert attention for a moment or 
so from the ghastly Whitechapel tragedies to one 
of the most beneficent of East London’s charit- 
able institutions. 

The London Hospital, in Whitechapel, is 
situated, where it is most needed, in the heart of 
the vast East-End population, roughly estimated 
at upwards of a million and a quarter, consisting 
mostly of artisans, workpeople, dock and railway 
labourers, sailors, and others, to whom it is the 
only refuge in cases of accident or serious illness. 
But this situation, which: makes it so useful, 
renders it at the same time unlikely to attract 
the notice of the wealthier classes in London. 

* kad * 

During the year 1887 there were 8863 in- 
patients treated within the walls of the London 
Hospital. Of these 2381 were accidents, 3638 
were extra urgent cases. There can be no doubt 
that the necessary closing of the wards of other 
large general hospitals has pushed a greater 
number than ever to the London Hospital, where, 
though the assured income is small and depend- 
ence is chiefly resting on voluntary contributions, 
the generosity of the public in past years has 
hitherto kept all the wards open. It is only 
once every five years that an appeal for main- 
tenance is made, and it is earnestly to be hoped 
that the response to the present appeal may be 
as sufficient as those to the appeals of 1878 and 
1883. 

* = 

The average stay of an in-patient is nearly a 
month, atanaverage total cost ofaboutfive guineas, 
which, for the 8260 newly-admitted patients, 
makes a necessary expenditure of £43,365; the 
out-patients costing the comparatively small sum 
ot £7500. No efforts are spared to confine the 
benefits of the hospital to the poor, for whom it 
is intended—excluding both those who ought to 
pay for private medical attendance and those 
who should be dealt with by the parish 
authorities, except in cases of accident or 
urgency. 

* * ~ 

The assured income is little over £16,000, and 
the Hospital Sunday and Saturday Funds to- 
gether go but two-fifths of the way to make up 
the required amount. The London Hospital has 
during the last few years suffered the loss of 
some of its most generous supporters by death, 
and it is to be hoped that others will come for- 
ward to supply their place, and that many will

send in their names to the secretary promising to 
subscribe something for the next five years. 
* * * 


It may be mentioned that during the last 
period, 1883-88, it was found necessary to provide 
better accommodation for the nursing staff. This 
has been done, and now every nurse and pro- 
bationer has her own separate bed-room ; but 
now no enlargement of the hospital is either con- 
templated or would be desirable, and the pressing 
need for liberal help at the present time is merely 
to maintain this great hospital in working 
efficiency. 

* * *

DR. W. G. GRACE, 

ENGLAND’S CHAMPION CRICKETER. 
Our readers will be glad to possess the faithful 
likeness we print of England’s greatest cricketer, 
of whom an experienced sporting authority, Mr. 
Alfred Alison, rightly says :— 

DR. GRACE’S RECORD IS UNIQUE 


in the world of sport; there never has been in 
any other branch of it, at any period soever, so 
marked and long-continued a superiority on the 
part of one man over all his fellows. Naturally, 
such a cricketer as this is, like the poet, ‘‘ born, 
not made,” however greatly judicious instruction 
and assiduous practice may have developed the 
inherited talent. 
WILLIAM GILBERT GRACE 

comes of a good athletic stock. His father, Dr. 
Henry Mills Grace—and we may here mention 
incidentally that all the males of this Gloucester- 
shire family have belonged to the medical pro- 
fession—was an excellent performer with bat and 
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ball, who, by managerial energy and active 
assistance in the field, worked up the local club 
(the ‘‘ Mangotsfield’’) to such a pitch of excel- 
lence that the older and larger ‘‘ West Gloucester- 
shire’’ body was fain to amalgamate with it. And 
HIS MOTHER, 
who had been a Miss Pocock, had the true Anglo- 
Saxon blood in her veins, and took as keen a 
delight in cricket as any member of her family. 
This, by-the-way, included five sons and four 
daughters; allthe former cricketers and all the 
latter keen and sympathetic onlookers, though 
we must regretfully discredit the pretty story 
that they were the earliest instructors of the sub- 
sequent champion. His father, his elder brothers, 
and his uncle, Mr. Pocock, were 
HIS TUTORS IN THE PASTIME, 


and there was not one among them from whom 
the young aspirant could not derive some valu- 
able cricket lesson. The eldest of the boy Graces 
was Henry, the second, Alfred ; and both of these 
were good average players, able on occasion to 
enrich a total with a three-figure innings. Edward 
Mills Grace, the first to make the patronymic 
famous, came next, having been born in 1841, 
seven years earlier than the brother whose doings 
were to cast all others in the shade. William 
Gilbert saw the light on July 18, 1848, and in 
1850 George Frederick arrived to complete the 
famous trio of younger sons, 
‘THE THREE GRACES,” 

with whose renown every schoolboy is familiar. 
Before W. G. came into prominence, his brother, 
E. M., was undoubtedly the best batsman for 
run-getting in England, and to this day, veteran 
as he is, he is still a terror to loose bowlers. Poor 
Frederick passed away from the sport he loved so 
well in 1880, having played for his county versus 
Australia a short time before his death, and being 
considered inferior only to his brother Gilbert. 


W. G.’S FIRST PUBLIC APPEARANCE 
in the field was for West Gloucestershire v. Bed- 
minster, when, at the early age of nine, he scored 
8, not out. In 1860, in his twelfth year, he 
played an innings of 51 for West Gloucestershire 
v. Clifton; and for the same club, against the 
same antagonists, he commenced the season of 
1863 with an innings of 86. 
IN HIS SIXTEENTH YEAR, 
playing for South Wales v. Gentlemen of Sussex, 
‘he scored—safter it had been suggested that he 
should stand out of the team for a more ex- 
perienced player—two fine innings of 170 and 56, 
not out. At seventeen, he made his first appear- 
ance for the Gentlemen v. the Players—a contest 
the record of which his individual skill entirely 
revolutionised during subsequent years.

Manyema carriers on July 19. 

THE LAST REPORT OF MAJOR BARTTELOT 


to the Emin Relief Committee was published on 
Sept. 20, as ‘a record,” says Sir F. Winton, 
“of the difficulties which a brave man had to 
encounter and the courage and resolution with 
which he did his duty.” The following are 
extracts from the report :—

THE SYRIAN INTERPRETER, ASSAD FARRAN, 
who accompanied the Stanley expedition part of 
the way, is now in London. He is about thirty- 
five years of age, and speaks English fluently. 
Farran left the camp at Aruwimi in June of this 
year, and three days afterwards Major Barttelot 
and Mr. Jameson started on the search after 
Stanley. The man, who says he left the camp 
on account of ill-health, went on board the 
Portugal at Banama, at the mouth of the Congo, 
in company with Mr. Troup, one of the expedition, 
who journeyed as far as Lisbon in the steamer 
and from that place came overland to England. 


KING LEOPOLD’S STANLEY EXPEDITION. 


Lieutenant Becker is about to sail again for 
the Congo. He is being sent by King Leopold 
to organise a strong expedition to search for 
Mr. Stanley. 

GERMAN EMIN PASHA EXPEDITION. 

The appeal of the Emin Pasha Committee, 
published in Berlin, appears to view the expe- 
dition as one in the interest of humanity. ‘The 
subscriptions to the expedition are still coming 
in, and among those who have subscribed are 
nearly fifty members of the German Reichstag 
aud the Prussian Diet. 

The expedition will consist of two separate 
curavans, the chief of which, numbering 300 men 
(apart, of course, from carriers), will be com- 
manded by Lieutenant Wissmann, who thinks 
that a marching column of this size is large 
enough for the purposes of self-defence, and yet 
small enough to move with the necessary speed. 
Herr Wissmann proposes to lead his caravan to 
the lakes by way of the Unyamvesi country, 
althou this route is longer than the one 
through Masailand, which would expose the 
expedition to dangers that may be avoided by a 
détour. The other caravan would follow later. 


A MODERN “ROBINSON CRUSOE.” 
An aged gentleman, named Murtagh, residing in 
Brooklyn, received a letter on the 11th inst., from 
one of the uninhabited islands of the South Sea 
group, Ojee, written by a friend of his, named 
Captain: Green, who was supposed to have been lost 
at sea.in 1858, in a vessel commanded by him, called 
the Confederation. The letter, written on a soiled 
leaf of a ship’s log, was dated July, 1887, and had 
been put aboard a whaling barque which passed 
near the island about that time. The writer observes 
that no doubt all hands aboard the Confederaticn 
had been given up as lost. 

He then relates how the vessel foundered in a gale, 
after being nine weeks at sea, and liow her crew, 
includiug himself avd two women, having taken to 
the boats, after forty days, landed on the coral reefs 
of the Island of Ojee, there being no signs of habit- 
ation, but an abundance of game, fish, fruits, and 
water. No ‘came near the place until one 
evening in December, 1862, when eight of the crew 
put oft ina boat to intercept her. ‘The weather being 
very stormy they never returned to the island, and 


Captain Green thinks they were lost.

THE PRINCE OF WALES. 

THE Prince of Wales was last Sunday night the 
guest in Vienna of Baron Nathaniel Rothschild, the 
company also including Sir Augustus and Lady 
Paget, with all the members of the British Embassy.

Her undaunted Devon 
lover, Vyvian Foster, follows her; snatches an 
interview with her ; but quits Cadiz in haste when 
he learns that the Armada is about to sail from 
Spain to conquer England. Vyvian speeds to 
the Thames, and warns Queen Elizabeth of the 
pie sewer invasion, teaches the council of 
Admirals how they can best defeat the Armada, 
and then returns post haste to Cadiz in the nick 
of time to rush into the Grand Place with his 
crew to save Sybil from being burnt at the 
stake by the Spanish Inquisition. Chivalrous 
Vyvian has then only to return once again to 
England, Home, and Beauty, with the girl of his 
heart, to receive the honour of knighthood at the 
hands of the Queen, and to take prominent part 
with his charming bride in the Thanksgiving 
Procession to St. Paul’s—a crowning master- 
piece of stage-arrangement. 


The impressiveness of the beautiful series of 
tableaux may be judged from the scenes illus- 
trated. Boldly lopping off the superfluities— 
half the dialogue in the opening act, the didactic 
speech of Fame, the living picture of the ‘‘ Game 
at Bowls on Plymouth Hoe,” and the first and 
second scenes of act iv. could all be cut out, 
to the improvement of the pS —and re- 
taining all that is effective, . Harris will 
indubitably be rewarded for his lavish enter- 
prise with a remunerative run of ‘* The 
Armada.” The stirring abduction of Sybil, 
and her virtuous resistance of temptation 
in the palace of Don Alvarez (though why the 
name of the famous maker of the ‘‘ Henry Clay”? 
brand of Havannah cigars should be associated 
with the Spanish villain, I don’t know) ; Vyvian’s 
dashing fight for his ship in Cadiz harbour; the 
rich and costly costumes of Elizabeth’s Court; 
the wonderfully realistic Sea-Fight between the 
English Fleet and the Armada off Calais, with 
the dispersal of the Spanish vessels by the 
waspish fire-ships; the ecclesiastical pageantry 
of the imposing Inquisition scene, with the 
rescue of the heroine from the stake; and the 
last superlatively brilliant spectacle of Queen 
Elizabeth’s triumphal progress to St. Paul’s— 
these are effects sure to make the fortune of 
“ The Armada.” 


Winsome Miss Winifred Emery was charmingly 
natural as the sweet Devonshire heroine of “The 
Armada ’’—Sybil Tilney; and was well matched 
by Mr. Leonard Boyne in the heroic part of 
Vyvian Foster--save that he was not quite 
animated enough in his opening love scene.

CORONER WYNNE - BAXTER ON THE 

WHITECHAPEL MURDERS. 
Tue able Coroner for South-east Middlesex, Mr. 
Wynne E. Baxter, last Saturday brought to a 
close the inquiry into the death of Mary Ann 
Nichols, the discovery of whose dead body in a 
Whitechapel street was depicted in The Penny 
Illustrated Paper of Sept. 8. 

Coming to a consideration of the perpetrator 
of the murder, the shrewd Coroner said $ T seems 
astonishing at first thought that 

THE CULPRIT 

should have escaped detection, for there must 
surely have been marks of blood about his person. 
lf, however, blood was principally on his hands, 
the presence of so many slaughter-houses in the 
neighbourhood would make the frequenters of 
this spot familiar with blood-stained clothes and 
hands, and his appearance might in that way 
have failed to attract attention while he passed 
from Buck’s-row in the twilight into White- 
chapel-road, and was lost sight of in the morn- 
ing’s market traffic. We cannot altogether leave 
unnoticed the fact that the death that you have 
been investigating is one of four presenting 
many points of similarity, all of which have 
occurred within the space of about five months, 
and all within a very short distance of the place 
where we are sitting. 

ALL FOUR VICTIMS 
were women of middle age, all were married, and 
had lived apart from their husbands in con- 
sequence of intemperate habits, and were at the 
time of their death leading an irregular life, and 
eking out a miserable and precarious existence in 
common lodging-houses. In each case there 
were abdominal as well as other injuries. In 
each case the injuries were inflicted after mid- 
night, and in places of public resort, where it 
would appear impossible but that almost 
immediate detection should follow the crime; and 
in each case the inhuman and dastardly criminals 
are at large in society. 

EMMA ELIZABETH SMITH, 

who received her injuries in Osborn-street on the 
early morning. of Easter Tuesday, April 3, 
survived in the London Hospital for upwards of 
twenty-four hours, and was able to state that she 
had been followed by some men, robbed and 
mutilated, and even to describe imperfectly one 
of them. . 

MARTHA TABRAM 
was found at three a.m. on Tuesday, Aug. 7, on 
the first-floor landing of George-yard-buildings, 
Wentworth-street, with thirty-nine punctured 
wounds on her body.

could have been produced by a strong-bladed 
instrument, moderately sharp. Dr. Phillips is of 
opinion that those on Chapman were by a very 
sharp knife, probably with a thin, narrow blade, 
at least six to eight inches in length, probably 
longer. The sitilarity of the injuries m the 
two cases is considerable. ‘I'here are bruises 
about the face in both cases; the head is nearly 
severed from the body in both cases; there are 
other dreadful injuries in both cases; and those 
injuries, again, have in each case been 
PERFORMED WITH ANATOMICAL KNOWLEDGE. 

Dr. Llewellyn seems to incline to the opinion 
that the abdominal injuries were first, and caused. 
instantaneous death; but, if so, it seems difficult

and having failed in the open street he tries 
again, within a week of his failure, in a more 
secluded place. If this should be correct, the 
audacity and daring are equal to its maniacal 
fanaticism and abhorrent wickedness. But this 
surmise may or may not be correct, the suggested 
motive may be the wrong one; but one thing is 
very clear—that a murder of a most atrocious 
character has been committed. 

The jury, after a short consultation, returned a 


VERDICT OF WILFUL MURDER 
against some person or persons unknown in the 
case of Mary Ann Nichols. A rider was added 
expressing the full coincidence of the jury with 
some remarks made by the Coroner as to the need 
of a mortuary for Whitechapel. 


REPETITION OF THE WHITECHAPEL 
MURDER AT GATESHEAD. 


We regret to have to report that Jane Beat- 
moor, twenty-eight years of age, was murdered 
at Birtley, near Gateshead, last Saturday night 
or Sunday morning. It appears that she was in 
delicate health, and had been at the Gatesnead 
Dispensary on Saturday for medicine, and that 
on the road home she called at several farms. 
At half-past seven o’clock she left the house of 
an acquaintance, Mrs. Newall, evidently with 
the intention of returning home. She had not 
arrived at eleven o’clock, and her mother and 
stepfather went to look for her, without success. 
Early on Sunday morning, a miner named John 
Fish, going to work, found the body of the young 
woman at the bottom of a railway embankment 
in a horribly mutilated condition. The lower 
part of her body had been cut open, and the 
entrails torn out. She was also cut about the 
face. The doctor expressed the opinion that the 
cuts had been made with a knife. The affair 
caused quite a panic in the district, the resem- 
blance to the Whitechapel murders at first 
encouraging the idea that the murderer who has 
been at work in London has travelled down to 
the north of England. 


A SAILOR SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


At the Old Bailey, on Sept. 22, Patrick Kelly, 
thirty-six, seaman, was again placed on his trial 
for the murder of two seamen on board the 
steam-ship Erin while on a voyage from England 
to New York last July. There was no dispute 
about the fact that Kelly stabbed the two sailors 
to the heart, and the only question was, whether 
he was insane at the time. On the previous day 
the jury, after five hours’ deliberation, could not 
agree on this point, two medical gentlemen 
having sworn that he was undoubtedly suffering 
from alcoholic insanity. Another jury was ac- 
cordingly impanelled to try the case again. The 
same evidence was laid before them, and, after 
deliberating for twenty minutes, they rejected 
the plea of insanity, and found the prisoner 


guilty of wilful murder. His Lordship passed 
sentence of death.

COLONEL MAPLESON’S 


COLONEL MAPLESON 


(portrayed as Commander of a Tower 
Hamlets Volunteer Corps) has won re- 
nown, if not fortune, in England and 
America as an operatic entrepreneur of 
daring enterprise, ever sanguine, never 
cast down by failure. Hence the issue of 
“The Mapleson Memoirs ” by Remington 
and Co. has occasioned widespread in- 
terest. A student at the Royal Academy 
of Music, to begin with, he became a 
violinist, and played in the orchestra at 
Her Majesty’s. He has, in his time, 
played many parts, indeed. Some of his 
talent as a vivacious operatic ‘‘ wire- 
uller’’ is shared by his son Henry, the 
usband of the fascinating prima donna, 
Madame Marie Roze. 


A PATTI ANECDOTE 
that occurred in Boston, U.S., is worth 
quoting from the fund of good stories in 
“The Mapleson Memoirs ” :— 

“ The agent declined the money (£800 
instead of £1000 agreed wren and 
formally announced to me that my con- 
tract with Madame Patti was at an end. 
I accepted the inevitable, consoling myself 
with the reflection that, besides other good 
artists in my company, I had now £800 to 
go on with. 

“ Two hours afterwards Signor Franchi 
reappeared. 

‘< I cannot understand,’ he said, ‘ how 
it is you get on so well with prime donne, 
and especially with Madame Patti. You 

a marvellous man, and a fortunate one, 
too, I may add. Madame Patti does not 
wish to break her engagement with you, 
as she certainly would have done with 
anyone else under the circumstances. Give 
me the £800, and she will make every pre- 
paration for going on tothe stage. She 
empowers me to tell you that she will be 
at the theatre in good time for the be- 
ginning of the opera, and that she will be 
ready dressed in the costume of Violetta, 
with the exception only of the shoes. You 
can let her have the balance when the 
doors open and the money comes in from 
the outside public; and directly she 
receives it she will put her shoes on and 
at the proper moment make her appear- 
ance on the stage.’ I thereupon handed 
him the £800 I had already in hand as the 
result of subscriptions in advance. ‘I 
congratulate you on your good luck,’ said 
Signor Franchi, as he departed with the 
money in his pocket. 

‘t After the opening of the doors I had 
another visit from Signor Franchi. By 
this time an extra sum of £160 had come 
in. I handed it to my benevolent friend 
and begged him to carry it without delay 
to the obliging prima donna, who, having 
received £960, might, I thought, be in- 
duced to complete her toilett pending the 
arrival of the £40 balance. 

‘Nor was I altogether wrong in my 
hopeful anticipation. With a beaming 
face Signor Franchi came back and com- 
municated to me the | poem intelligence 
that Madame Patti had got one shoe on. 
‘Send her the £40,’ he added, ‘and she 
will put on the other.’ 

“ Ultimately the other shoe was got on; 
but not, of course, until the last £40 had 
been paid. Then Madame Patti, her face 
radiant with benignant smiles, went on to 
the stage ; and the opera, already begun, 
was continued brilliantly until the end.” 

AN AMUSING STORY OF ARDITI AND 

BENEDICT 
(engaged in 1859 as alternative conductors 
for the Drury-Lane opera season) is also 
told by Colonel Mapleson :— 

“ Both were excellent; but neither 
wished to be mistaken for the other. 
Both, moreover, were bald; and I remem- 


ber on one occasion, when a grand | 


combined performance was to take place, 
Benedict going into the prima donna’s 
dressing-room, taking up a brush, and 
carefully arranging his scanty hair so as 
to cover as much as possible of his 
denuded cranium. ‘ What are you about, 
Benedict ¢’ I asked. ‘ Nothing particular,’ 
he replied; ‘only I don’t want, whilst 
wielding the baton, to be mistaken for 
Arditi.’ Soon afterwards Arditi appeared, 
and with a couple of brushes began 
operating on his hair so as to leave as 
much as possible of his bare skull exposed 
to view. He explained his action by ex- 
claiming ‘I don’t want to be mistaken for 
Benedict.’ ” 


GIUGLINI’S CHILDISHNESS. 

‘*Giuglini was in many things a child. 
So, indeed, are most members of the 
artistic tribe, and it is only by treating 
them and humouring them as children 
that one can get them to work at all. The 
only two things that Giuglini really de- 
lighted in were kites and fireworks. Give 
him kites to fly by day and rockets, 
Roman candles, or even humble squibs 
and crackers to let off at night, and he 
was perfectly happy. Often in the 
Brompton-road, at the risk of being 
crushed to death by omnibuses, he has 
been seen lost in admiration of the kite he 
was flying, until at last the omnibus men 
came to know him, and from sympathy, 
or more probably from pity for the joy he 
took in childish pleasures, would drive 
carefully as they came near him.” 


A BRAVE FLYMAN 


thus distinguished himself in 1865 during 
the performance of “ Il Flauto Magico” 
at Her Majesty’s:— ; 

“During the last act an accident 
occurred, which might have been very 
serious, inasmuch as the house was 
crowded from the stalls right up to the 
back of the gallery. In preparing for the 
final scene some of the gauze, which had 
been used for clouds during the evening, 
caught fire over the gas battens. In- 
stantly the alarm was given, when one of 
the flymen, at the risk of his neck, flung 
himself across the stage, balancing him- 
self on a ‘batten’ (a narrow strip of 
wood, some forty feet long), while 
he cut the ropes with his knife, causing 
the burning gauze to fall down on to the 
stage, where it was extinguished by the 
firemen. Mr. Santley, who was under- 
taking the rôle of the ‘ Bird-catcher,’ 
remained on the stage unmoved. He 
walked forward to the audience, and 
addressed them in these eloquent words: 
‘Don’t act like a lot of fools! It’s 
nothing.’ This speech had an immediate 
effect; and Santley continued his song as 
if nothing had happened. But for his 
presence of mind the loss of life would 
have been most serious.’’ 


GRISI AND MARIO. 

“ She was invaluable to Mario in many 
ways, not only in connection with his art, 
but also with the occupations of his 
ordinary life. She was always punctual, 
and, indeed, a little before the time; 
whereas Mario was invariably late. He 
had always his cravat to tie or a fresh 
cigar to light just when the last moment 
for catching the train had arrived. He 
was the most inveterate smoker I ever 
knew. He had always a cigar in his 
mouth, except when he was on the stage 


and actually in the presence of the | 


audience. When he came off, if only 


for a moment, he would take a puff at | 
his still burning cigar, which he had care- 


fully left in the wings where he would be 
sure to find it again. Faustin the garden 
scene passes for a few moments behind 
some bushes at the back of the stage. 
During those moments Mario had just 
time to enjoy a few whiffs, after which he 
returned to continue his lovemaking. 
Mario spent large sums of money on his
